The Peking and Tientsin 


Times has received from its corre- 
spondents reports which it presents 
under the heading "Reign of Terror In 
Manchuria." It sajs that at Imanpo 
two Russian workmen, who made some 
disparaging icmarks about the Jap- 
anese emperor m talking to a Jap- 
anese boldiei m the Russian railway 
'lospital, were seized by Japanese sol-

At Harbin, the newspaper says, Jap- 


anese sentries stationed on a Bridge 
threw one Russian off the bridge, 
breaking his collar bone, and stabbed 
another in the face a bajonet when 
the Russians insisted upon crossing the 
bridge. 


The Japanese are reported by the 


newspaper to have taken full posses- 
sion of Khailar and arrested there 11 
Russian workers 
and handed them 


aver to the representative of General 
Semenoff and the Times adds that by 
this time "no doubt they have been 
shot by Baron linger Steinberg." 


Local Population Terrorized. 


The Japanese are declared to have 


brought to Khailar ajid armed 500 
Semenoff troops, who are reported to 
be actively assisting the Japanese and 


helping to terrorize the local popu 
iation. The Times predicts that sim- 
ilar incidents are likely to increase as 
the Japanese hold on the Itussiun far 
east becomes more intense, and states 
that the Japanese garrison at Harbin 
is to be increased by 1,000 more men. 
This re-enforcement is declared by the 
paper to be absolutely unnecessary "as 
the Chinese troops stationed there are 
sufficient to maintain order." 


The situation along the Chinese 


Eastern railway was characterized by 
the Times correspondent as very crit- 
ical. He stated that the Japanese 
military authorities had decided to 
place their own guards and sentries 
along the whole stretch of the railway, 
which crosses Upper Manchuria, be- 
cause they were about to send troop 
trains and military supplies along that 
railway and were afraid the Russian 
railway workers, who were opposed 
to Japanese intervention, might try to 
stop the Japanese from carrying out 
their plans. 


"The Jrpanese seem bent upon brew- 


ing trouble among the .Russian popu- 
ation residing inside the railwav nren 
b> giving- them a series of p, i>ciples 
;o as to bring about open strite which 


will give them an excuse to take de- 
termined action even to the seizing and 
working 
of the 
Chinese Eastern," 


wrote the coi respondent. 


The correspondent admitted that the 


Japanese had the right to send troops, 
over the railway to protect the fron- 
tiers acainst invasion, hut that this 
did not confer the right to occupy set- 
tlements along the line, or interfere 
with the rights of local populations. 
He declared that the purpose of the 
Japanese to seize control of the rail- 
way called for an immediate protest on 
the part of the allies. 


Forced to Work at Bayonet Point 
, In Nikolsk, he reported, the rail- 


way workers having gone on stiike, 
Japanese soldiers were Bounding them 
up and forcing them at the point of 
the bayon'et to do the work of labor- 
ers. 


Since the foregoing situation was 


described, information has been made 
public in Moscow that Chinese and 
Russian 
military 
commissioners in 


conference at Verkhne-Udmsk, Trans- 
Baikalia, have reached an agreement 
under which "inherent rights of the 
Russian 
soviet government in 
the 


Eastern Manchurian railway were rec- 
ognized^ and the Chinese guaranteed 
tow withdraw their troops from along 
the railway lines." It was pointed out 
thrtt China's agreement that the Rus- 
sians should retain possession of its 
road deprived the Japanese of one of 
•their best excuses for keeping troops 
on it.

tion.

Now we keep faith with them, and 
every citizen is indorser on the general» 
obligation. 


Under authority and direction of the 
congress, complete arrangements for 
rehabilitation of our disabled men have 
been made by the federal board for vo­ 
cational education. 


According to estimates made since 
the announcement of the total Ameri­ 
can owr*v\«-> casualties, there are more 
than 2 0 0U00 disabled men under treat­ 
ment in the hospitals in this country 
and overseas. 
Of this number more

Government Pays Cost. 


If it is not possible to get in contact 
with this war risk insurance oflicer, 
the soldier or sailor should call upon 
or write the bureau of war risk insur­ 
ance at Washington, stating his case; 
or he should call 011 or write the dis­ 
trict: ofliee of the federal board for 
vocational education in which he is lo­ 
cated. 


If tho soldier 01* sailor is suffering 
from a disability, he is also eligible for 
help by the federal board for voca­ 
tional education in securing employ­ 
ment, which help will be given him in 
co-operation 
with 
the 
employment 
soi vice of the department of labor. If 
he is eligible for compensation under 
the war risk insurance act, he is also 
entitled to training and placement by 
the federal board for vocational edu­ 
cation, provided he is not able to fol­ 
low his old occupation successfully 
without training or needs to be trained 
for some new and suitable occupation 
for which training is feasible. 


The federal board for vocational 
education will bear the entire cost of 
the man’s training. It will pay for his 
tuition; it will furnish him with books 
and other necessary supplies, and it 
will pay all other expenses that may 
arise in connection with his training. 
During the time I10 is following a 
course of instruction with the federal 
board he will, if a single man without 
dependents or a man required by his 
course of instruction to live apart 
from his dependents, be paid by tlu> 
government at least $05 per month, Ho 
may be paid more. If, for example, he 
looeived more than $13«") per month as 
pay for his last month of active serv­ 
ice, ho will receive this same pay dur­ 
ing his entire course of training. F ur­ 
thermore, if his disability is sueh that 
Ills monthly compensation under the 
war risk insurance act Is greater than 
$03* he will, of course, continue to re-

To Help Every Man. 


It is nui merely the men who have 
lost arms or legs that the government 
is offering to retain and restore to self- 
supporting activity, but the l’oderal 
board offers its aid to every man. re 
garrile*s of his disability, who is on 
titled 
to 
government 
compensation. 


The board realizes that the many thou­ 
sands of men who are suffering from 
the effects of shell shock, gassing, 
shrapnel and gunshot wounds which 
weaken 
their systems, 
tuberculosis, 
bronchitis, heart and nervous diseases, 
all may be unable to re-enter their for­ 
mer occupations. To all these men, as 
to those with more evident handicaps, 
the* federal board is extending oppor 
tunity. 


Within tho next few mouths several 
thousand disabled men will be train­ 
ing under jurisdiction of the federal 
board and at the expense of the gov­ 
ernment, 
Those who had been actual­ 
ly 
placed 
in 
training 
were 
taking 
courses in a wide range of trades and 
professions, including 27 different o»- 
cupatloua, Industrial .schools, colleges, 
oilices and shops throughout the coun­ 
try are being utilized so that most of , 
the men are being trained close to 
their own homes. 
Thirty-one per cent I 
of the total now Ju training are taking 
commercial courses. 17 per cent are 
learning the various phases of agricul­ 
ture, farm management, poultry rais­ 
ing. dairying et> 
Others are studying 
Jaw, medicine, banking, and some are 
being trained in engineering, teleg­ 
raphy, tailoring, window trimming and 
di igning, accounting, store manage 
m* ut nniehlneshop practice, meat in 
f a c tio n and traffle management. 


Every soldier or sailor enlisted, in­ 
ducted, or drafted into the military or i

A married man and his wife will re­ 
ceive $73 per mouth from the govern­ 
ment, 
provided 
they 
live 
together 
while he is taking a course of instruc­ 
tion. If his course is such that he must 
live apart from his wife, the govern­ 
ment will pay him $05 per month and 
his wife $.’W per month. 
The larger 
his family the larger the amount paid 
by the government for its support, 
The same allowance aud allotment 
will be paid fo dependents as was paid 
to them while the man was in the ac­ 
tive service. If he is married, liis w’ife 
will receive $30 a month. If he has a 
wife and child they will receive $40 a 
month* and $10 will be paid for each 
additional child up to three. 
If ho 
has a mother dependent upon him she 
will receive the same amount she re­ 
ceived while he was in the service. 


In the case of a commissioned ofli­ 
cer undergoing training the support 
paid by the government will always 
equal the pay for the last month of ac­ 
tive service, an amount always in ex­ 
cess of the minimum guarantee of $03 
per month, 
lie will be expected to 
maintain his dependents out of the 
amount paid him while undergoing 
training. 


When the disabled soldier has com­ 
pleted his course of training he will 
receive the compensation prescribed 
by the war risk insurance act so long 
as his disability continues. 


That there is danger of confusing 
compensation with insurance payments 
is shown in the cases of some dis­ 
charged men to whom compensation 
had been granted for injuries received 
in line' of duty and who have discon­ 
tinued payments of their insurance 
prtmiums. 
In some instances they 
have discontinued such premium pay­ 
ments owing to a mistaken belief that 
the sums they are receiving monthly 
from the government were insurance 
payments. 


Only in those cases where the dis­ 
ability from which the man is suffer­ 
ing is total and permanent does the 
discontinuance of insurance payments 
by the disabled man who is receiving 
compensation 
involve 
no 
risk 
and 
cause no harm. 
This is because in 
cases of total and permanent disability 
there is a right to recover government 
insurance payments as w’ell as compen­ 
sation, which ipade further premium 
payments unnecessary as soon as the 
disability was in fact total and perma­ 
nent. 


Should Verify Payments. 


Any man who is receiving what he 
believes 
to be insurance payments 
should 
carefully 
verify 
that 
tho 
payments he is so receiving are in fact 
insurance payments rather than com­ 
pensation payments, and should not 
cease making insurance payments un­ 
til lie has definitely determined that 
the payments lie is receiving are gov­ 
ernment insurance payments rather 
than compensation payments. 


The Ited Cross Is undertaking to see 
that every discharged soldier or sailor 
coming to Its attention is fully in­ 
formed as to his rights to compensa­ 
tion and insurance, and gives assist­ 
ance in making application for it. 
When the arrangements for training 
have been made, the lied Cross is pre­ 
pared to see that the family receives 
supplementary assistance or service 
which may be needed in addition to 
the provision made by the government. 
Since, under the law', the taking of vo­ 
cational training is entirely optional 
f with the man, and his own will and 
ambition must first be enlisted in or­ 
der to insure success, the iniluence of 
the family may be a vital factor. 


W hether n man receives compensa­ 
tion for disability or not, whether he 
receives re-education or not, the board 
is ready to help him get a good job. 
If he is entitled to compensation and 
goes into training, when his training is 
finished the board will undertake to 
iind him a place in his new vocation. 


All disabled soldiers whether Jn or 
out of the hospitals, should address 
their communications to the federal 
board for vocational education, W ash­ 
ington, or to tiie district office of the 
federal board of the district in W'hich 
he is located.

Western Canada Has Unbounded 


Possibilities. 


a considerable source'or* revenue 
the winter time. 
The Edmonton coal

The 
pioneer of 
Western 
Canada 
knew' little of the enjoyments of life, 
compared with the 
farmer 
In 
that 
country today. 
The continual exten­ 
sion of railway lines affords facilities 
undreamed of a few years ago, closing 
up the gaptj of communication, creat­ 
ing immense business for the IOast ift 
the West and the West in the East, 
and drawing the farmer all the time 
nearer to the zones of commerce. 
In 
creating wider markets the railways 
are doing more than anj> other agency 
can do for Western Canaria and the 
country as a whole. 
Tho products of 
the farms, which are now readily mar­ 
keted, and tho vast train of employ­ 
ment that follows the enlargement of 
the* farming industry, is creating new 
agricultural centers and causing towns 
and cities of importance to grow all 
along its lines. 


An admirable system of agricultur­ 
al 
instruction 
has 
been 
developed 
through the efforts of the Dominion 
government % and the various provin­ 
cial Departments of Agriculture. This 
forms part of the educational system 
of Western Canada and Is doing much 
for all branches of agriculture. 
Ex­ 
perimental farms have been estab­ 
lished at various points in the prov­ 
inces, which have done wonders in de­ 
veloping improved methods of farm­ 
ing. 


The result has been a great awaken­ 
ing to the necessity of better methods 
of tillage, scientific stock raising and 
dairying. 
Farmers are beginning to 
realize tljat to get what they are en­ 
titled to out of the land, they must 
adopt scientific methods, and as a re­ 
sult, careful* seed selection, proper ro­ 
tation and summer fallow is the order 
of the day. 
Under the favorable con­ 
ditions generally anticipated,prospects 
point to an all round increase in pro­ 
duction that will leave a great deal 
of money In the hands of the western 
farmer this year, and «prosperity for 
Western Canada as a whole. It will be 
years' before Europe will make up ar­ 
rears 
in 
agricultural 
production, 
caused by the enforced idleness and 
wholesale destruction, and 
Western 
Canaria will play a big part in fill ing 
the void. 


Tho result of the continued shortage 
in cattle, the future price of beef and 
tho solution of the perplexing problem 
of feeding the world are vital ques­ 
tions uppermost in the minds of many 
thinking people today. 


There is no doubt that the wide 
acies of Western Canada can, aud will, 
be made to play an important part in 
bringing about a proper balance in 
supply and demand. 
In the northern 
parts of Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
and in Alberta are many thousands 
of acres of the richest pasture in the 
world, w’ell watered and treated by the 
sunniest of climates. 
These rolling 
hills for the greate: part are stijl un­ 
peopled and untrodden by the hoofs 
of domestic animals. 


One of the causes assigned for the 
decline in stock-raising is the reduc­ 
tion in the areas available for grazing 
on account of so many big ranches be­ 
ing convened into farms. 
Experi­ 
ments. conducted at 
Vermilion, 
Al­ 
berta, would rather go to show' that 
tho old grazing grounds were too large, 
and that the feeding is really better 
when the animal is confined to a com­ 
paratively limited area, providing the 
pasturage is of the right kind and 


tu 


Glorious Opportunities for the Stock 
Raiser, the Wheat Grower, and the 
Mixed Farmer— Its Field« to 
Feed the World. 


Before there were any cattle In 
Alberta, or it was known that it was 
possible to feed them outside all the 
year round, the Indian hunters could 
% 


always llnd the buffalo during tho 
winter months pasturing in the foot­ 
hills. In tho summer the herds wan­ 
dered on the plains and fed on the 
prairie grasses. The plains have since 
become grain Helds, 'but the foothill 
district extending north from tho In­ 
ternational boundary for a thousand 
miles will always bo a natural feeding 
ground for live stock. In the southern 
part of Alberta tho altitude is greater 
than in the more northerly districts, 
but while the herds in the south have 
winder tracts of treeless pasturage, in 
tho north from 'Rod Deer on Into tho 
Peace river country there are more 
trees, a richer vegetation and more 
natural shelter. 


Those who have been advocating 
slock raising and mixed farming for 
the past few years point to the number 
of hogs marketed as an evidence of the 
Increased production of the Western 
Provinces. They may also take credit 
for the increase in cattle and sheep, 
which is very great, but perhaps-not 
so marked as what has been accom­ 
plished in hog raising. For the first 
six mo! Mis alone last year about half 
a 
million 
hogs were shipped 
from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
A very conservative estimate value of 
these animals to the farmer would be 
$23.00 a head. 


The Canadian West is fast forging to 
tho front of the wheat-producing conn 
tries of the world, and “No. 1 hard** 
is without doubt the best wheat in the 
market today. When it is considered 
that the three hundred and forty-thm 
million four hundred and seventy-three 
thousand bushel crop of 1013 was from 
only eleven million acres of her hun­ 
dreds of millions of acres, it gives an 
Idea of what her future will be. 


It is felt, however, that on account 
of the great money there will un­ 
doubtedly be in growing wheat during 
the next few years there is a* possibil­ 
ity that farmers may be tempted to 
drop the growing of coarser grains, 
which might result in less stock being 
raised. Every effort is being made by 
the Agricultural ^Departments of the 
various Provinces to impress on the 
farmer« that forage crops and coarse 
food In abundance mean production of 
flesh and milk, and that in the long 
run the great future of the Western 
Provinces lies in mixed farming wiiich 
will found her prosperity on a more 
enduring basis. 


Mixed farming has always been the 
rule in the Eastern Provinces where the 
formation of the land invites variety 
of crop, but it has not been as common 
in the Western Provinces, though the 
practice has grown in recent years. 
Hitherto the man mining wheat from 
the rich soil lias purchased most of his 
household food and necessities, his 
energies being devoted to getting every 
possible bushel of grain out of every 
foot of his land, and he has paid prices 
for his supplies that have made a big 
dent in his profits. It has now* dawneri 
on him that he can raise vegetables 
and poultry, and supply his own table: 
that with very little effort he can raise 
a lot of garden produce and in a very 
simple manner solve his own problem 
of the cost of living. 
Further, that 
there is an increasing market for do­ 
mestic necessities such 
as poultry. 
cggfi. butter, milk and cheese, which 
command very high prices, and that 
there are other roads to prosperity 
besides that through the wheat field. 


In' 1910 Canada imported 7,980,209 
pounds of butter, most of it from as 
far nway as New Zealand, and for the 
first time in 00 years failed to ship 
butter to England, a condition due to 
the home consumption, which is esti­ 
mated to be increasing at the rate of 
$,‘3,000,000 worth a year,, being great­ 
ly In excess of the Increased supply. 
This condition has brought about a 
change in farming methods that is far- 
reaching, and will result in greatly in­ 
creased production all round of* the 
necessities demanded 
by 
the home 
market, 


Natural Resources. 


One of the most important consider­ 
ations to the farmer is fuel. In north­ 
ern Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al­ 
berta. where portions of the country 
are well wooded, the settler has little 
difficulty in getting till the wood he 
requires ant? thousands of men find 
employment 
in 
the 
winter 
cutting 
wood, which is shipped all over the 
prairie 
portions 
of 
the 
provinces. 
There 
is 
an 
abundance 
o f ' coal 
throughout the country. It is estimat­ 
ed that the coal deposits jn Alberta 
cover over S1.000 square miles and 
represent an availaMe tonnage of over 
ten hundred thousand million tons, 
while those in Saskatchewan cover an 
area of 13,000 miles, containing over 
59.000.000 tons. In Manitoba the coal 
reserve is not as large, but even there 
100.000.000 tons is considered a conser­ 
vative estimate. At the present time 
these deposits are only worked to a 
small extent, but there is no doubt that 
they will be a grout feature in upbuild­ 
ing the country and will exercise a 
powerful iniluence on its commerce. 


It is a common thing in the coal dis­ 
tricts for farmers to get their coal 
supply off their owh farm.

KIDDIES LIKE TO USE HANDS 
EDUCATION IN KGME 


By DOROTHY CANFÎELD FISHER. 


So many of onr Amorioar farm 
houses are situated in very riirnrm;s 
olimalos that a good many mothers 
will not think tho onl^of-doors a possi* 
ble playground in winterilmo. This Is 
less true than they are apt to think. 
On almo.^t nny sunny dny in winter, 
little cln‘ldren. if warn^ly dres«iod. will 
bonelU for nuire by a brisk, romping, 
^etive half-hour's running and jumping 
thnn city babies do in their swathed, 
motionless outing in a baby carriage 
And when really bnd weather drives 
them In, as it should do very seldom, 
the country mother has a great advan- 
(iige In sj)aH‘ over a eity tn^e. 
For 
there is about a farm nearly alwt'iys 
some eornrr. a woodshed, a eorner of 
the barn, an attic, or an unu'^'ed rouin 
where xlie liitle folks ma,v romp and 
^)lay actively. 
If neci^.ssary the ?acred 
spare room is Jietter used for this pur­ 
pose thnn kept in idle empline<tc. 
.\nd 
nil the varieties of handwork are re* 
sources for rniny days. 
I'^or, ns the children ndvnnce beyond 
real babyhood and the mere need for 
ponstant romping and climbing nnd 
running like little animals, their in- 
Rtinetive desire to use their hands In- 
rrenses, nnd this is an instinct which 
should be encouraged in every possi­ 
ble way 
Just as the wise mother see« 
to it that they are provided when ba­ 
bies with ample chance to roll and 
kick and tumble, so when they are 
older she Is never more pleased'than 
\vh(»n they are doing something with 
(heir hands: and she has all around 
her am])le material for beginning tbi'^ 
liandwork. A pan of beans av shtlh'd 
corn, with a wide-mouthed bottle anti 
n spoon, will keep a two or thre(»-year- 
old happy and absorbed for a Ion;. 
Mme. A ])ack *of i-ards to be '^huillcd 
or used to build houses is another 
“plaything” which docs not necti to 
be specially bought. 
A pan of bran 
nnd a handful of clothespins occupy 
even a baby of f(uirte<'n m<mths as,he 
pushes them into the r*losely i^ackcd 
bran and. pulls them out. A big rag 
doll, the size of a small child, is easy 
to make and stuff .with cotton. 
Many Home-Made Toys. 
And then there are blocks, peren­ 
nial blocks, which need not at all be 
bought from a store. A father with a 
plane and a saw ^*an plane a couple 
of two-by-four pieces and in about 
half a]i hour make as many square or 
oblong blocks (two by Tour by six 
inches is a good size) as any child 
needs to play with. These large blocks 
not only <*ost practically nothing, but 
nre much better fiDr the little children 
to use than the smaller expensive 
kind ttiat are sold; and the set will 
outlast n family of most strenuous chil­ 
dren. 
A collection of empty spools of dif­ 
ferent sizes is a treasure for the child 
of three, who will rejoice in stringing 
them on a cord jiassed through a 
bodkin. When he is a little older and 
has acquired skill in this exercise he 
may graduate to stringing buttons 
with a real needle and thread. 
On 
baking days a small lump of dough 
(made le.ss sticky by working more 
flour into it) which can be rolled and 
played Avlth on a bit of smooth board 
Is great fun for little folks; and let 
the mother constantly remember that 
nny fun which is secured by using 
the luinds does not <mly make the 
child happy, but is of educational 
value. 
On washing day a basin of soapy 
water and some bits of cloth to be 
washed 
out 
will 
fill 
many 
happy 
minutes. 
The oilcloth apron is as in­ 
dispensable for this play as for thi* 
outdoor water play and for <*lay mod­ 
eling. 
This last is perhaps the most 
fîternally interesting of the indoor uc 
nipations for little children. 
If the 
clay is kept on a bit of oilcloth on 
a low table, it is not an untidy ele­ 
ment In a kitchen. 
If dried peas are soaked for a few 
hours they 
are 
soft 
enouglj to 
be 
pierced with a needle and can be 
strung by four and five-year-olds into 
necklaces and bracelets, or they I'an 
be put together with wooden tooth­ 
picks into many fascinating shapes. 
Pried watermelon and sunfiowei* seeds 
can be used in the same way. 
A box 
of dried corncobs can convert a free 
corner of the IJoor int^:> a fann with 
log cabin house, rail fences and barils. 
Rag Bag Is a Help. 
A rag bag into which the children 
may dive and delve is a resour(*e for 
rainy hours, and If Hhe mother Iw at 
hand to keep an eye on the j)roeess 
and tell what colors and materials 
are, to suggest matc'hing these colors 
and stuffs whicji are identical and to 
make 
agreeable 
combinations 
with 
others, rag-bag hour is as educational 
as any exercise in a carefully run 
modern school. 
The country mother 
has here again a great advantage 
over many city mothers in that iier 
wt»rk is always at home, and of a 
nature which allows her to supervise 
tiie children’s play without giving up 
h11 herHime to them. 
Provision should be made in the 
I'ase of liille children for tlieir desire 
io liandle all sorts of objects; the 
desire which nmkes them enjoy so 
greatly a tumbling over of niother’s 
workbaskct.

The crop of the chicken sometimes 


becomes overloaded with feed, and its 
thin muscular walls become distended 
and partially paralyzed, so that the 
organ cannot be emptied, or the open- 
ing Into the lower esophagus may be- 
come clogged with a feather.- a straw, 
or some other substance 
which the 


bird has swallowed. 
The crop is 


greatly distended and the mass of 
feed |s rather hard and firm. In both 
cases the symptoms are the same, and 
treatment should be conducted on the 
same principles, specialists say. 


Treatment Outlined. 


For treatment pour one-fourth to 


one-half ounce of molted lard or sweet 
oil do\\n the throat and manipulate the 
contents of the crop with the hand 
in such a way as to tend to break up 
the mass. Unless the passage is closed 
the contents of the crop will usually 
pass away within a few hours. For a 
few days feed should be limited in 
quantity. 


If the foregoing method is ineffec- 


tual and an operation becomes neces- 
spry, clip away the feathers from a 
part of the crop, and with a very 
sharp knife, lancet or razor make an 
incision about 1% inches long through 
the skin and the wall of the crop. 
Then carefully remove the contents of 
the crop with the finger, the handle 
of a spoon or some other convenient 
object and wash out the crop with 
warm 'water. 
Pass the finger, well 


oiled, into the esophagus to see that 
there is no obstruction. 


Feed Whole Grains. 


Sew up the wall of the crop first, 


then the outer skin, using white silk 
or linen thread and being careful not 
to sew the two membranes together. 
In a f^v days the wound will be 
healed. 
Feed sparingly on 
whole 


grains until the wound heals, and do 
not give any water for 24 hours.

its force was spent 


Merle Coulson. 7-year-old son of 


Rollo Coulson, near Dillsburg, was 
rendered unconscious, when struck by 
lightning, during the storm which 
passed over that section Wednesday 
afternoon. The child was standing in 
the open doorway of the kitchen at the 
home, when the bolt fell. He was 
shunned so badly that he did not r>3- 
vive for several hours. His body was 
not marked and he suffered no other 
injury. 


During the violent 
thunderstorm 


which swept over Washington coun- 
ty, Md.. Wednesday, lightning struck 
and instancy killed Mrs. Ethel Shank, 
32, wife of Garrett Shank, farmer near 
Shanktown, as she and her husband 
-wer-3 running through the storm from 
ihe chicken house to the residence. 
Mr. Shank escaped injury. 


During the severe storm which pass- 


ed over this section Wednesday after- 
nooitf six valuable cows, owned by 
David Clouser. tenant on C,he Abra- 
ham Keagy farm in Union township, 
were killed. The animals had sought 
shelter under a tree which was struck 
by lightning. 


Lightning struck in several fields In 


the southern part of tihe county and 
presumably smashed the globa on one 
of the light posts standing in front of 
Clatfelter Hall on the college campus, 
Gettysburg. 


The barn of Serg. Albert Rutler be- 


low General Meade's headquarters was 
also struck and damaged slightly, 
while several chickens were killed by 


bolt.

Claude Miller's house in Baresville, 


which was struck by lightning a f«w 
years ago, terribly injuring his son, 
-was again hft Wednesday, the chimney 
being demolished. 


Clayton Craum-ar's brick house in 


Hanover, was struck on the slate roof 
and chimney, the bolt lighting up the 
entire house, and then makin.? an exit 
on both sides of the dormer window. 


Lightning also ' struck a shock of 


wheat on the Lawyer farm, along the 
Hanover and Littlestown trolley line, 
and in a short time the grain v.-as con- 
sinned by 
fire.

In the vicinity of Hunterstown, a 


number of trees were uprooted, parts 
of roofs torn off and grain shocks scat- 
tered heltier-skelter.

The croy of the chicken sbmetimes 
becomes overloaded with feed, and its 
tliln muscular walls become distended 
and partially paralyzed, so that the 
organ cannot be emptied, or the open­ 
ing into the lower esophagus may be­ 
come cloggecf with a feather,* a straw, 
or some other substance which the 
bird has swallowed. 
The crop is 
greatly distenxled and tlie mass of 
feed |s rather hard and firm. In both 
cases the symptoms are the same, and 
treatment should be conducted on the 
same principles, specialists say. 


Treatment Outlined. 


For treatment pour one-fourth to 
one-half ounce of melted lard or sweet 
oil down the throat and manipulate the 
contents oC the crop with the hand 
in such a way as to tend to break up 
the mass. Unless the passage is closed 
the contents of the crop will usually 
pass away within a few hours. For a 
few days feed should be limited in 
quantity. 


If the foregoing method is ineffec­ 
tual and an operation becomes noces- 
sary, clip away the feathers from a 
part of the crop, and with a very 
sharp knife, lancet or razor make an 
incision about 1% inches long through 
the skin and the wall of the crop. 
Then carefully remove the contents of 
the crop with the finger, the handle 
of a spoon or some other convenient 
object and wash out the crop with 
warm ‘water. 
Pass the finger, well 
oiled/ into the esophagus to see that 
there is no obstruction. 
• 


Feed Whole Grains. 


Sew up the wall of the crop first, 
then the outer skin, using white silk 
or linen thread and being careful not 
to %sew the two membranes together. 
In a f<*v days the wound will be 
healed. 
Feed sparingly on whole 
grains until the wound heals, and do 
not give any water for 24 hours.

Dr. Theron W. Kilmer, a physician in 
New York city, has suggested that 
much may be gained in this direction 
by facilitating intercommunication be­ 
tween the drivers of moving cars. He 
is convinced that a word of warning at 
the right time will be of the greatest 
benefit, and to this end he has evolved 
a sign language In which a display of 
from one to five fingers make it prac­ 
ticable for the man at the wheel to sig­ 
nal useful information or to ask an­ 
other motorist a questiori which may 
save much time and trouble. 


Amplification of Semaphore. 


The code is merely an amplification 
of the one-ann semaphore by which a 
driver now indicates that he is about 
to turn out of line and thus cautions 
the man behind him to slow up. The 
signals are all made with the forearm 
held upright and» the hand so placed 
that the fingers will receive a full 
measure of light or stand out well sil­ 
houetted against a luminous back­ 
ground. 
Doctor Kilmer has chosen 
this position as the one likeliest to 
prevent confusion. As an experienced 
motorist, he knows how much the other 
fellow hates to be halted, particularly 
if he is not to be the gainer; and his 
desire has been to produce a code of 
such simplicity that “he that runs may 
read/* 


The display of a single finger means 
“You have a flat shoe;” two fingers 
warns the approaching or passing car 
that something is wrong with it, In 
short, that the machine should be 
stopped and inspected ; three fingers is j 
the query “Am I on the right road to 
thè next town?” nospread of four fin- 
fiers is the symbol for danger ahead ; 
and when five fingers are shown the 
oncoming motorist is asked to stop 
and to lend assistance. 


May Save Life. 


A fiat shoe is not a trifling matt'er. 
In ignorance of It a driver may ruin 
a tire; and the records show that nu­ 
merous grave accidents have resulted 
from this wheel defect.

4. Use lots of water to clean your 
car.

TO NUMBER FUR 


Dr. Dallas Hanna Will Make New 


Census. 


Purpose Is to Determine How Many 
Seals Can 
Be 
Removed 
Each Year. 


, San Francisco.—Dr.' G. Dallas Han- 
na, a member of the stafC of the Cali- 
fornia Academy of Science, has just 
left here for Alaska, where he will 
make a census of the fur seals on the 
Prlblloff 
islands, 
under 
the'^ direc- 
tion of the United States bureau of 
fisheries. 
J 


Doctor Hanna has~b¥en connected 
with this work each- year since 1913. 
In 1919 It was reported that 
there 
wore 540.000 animals In the herd. 
In 
1910 when the government first took 
over the operation of the Island in- 
dustry, there were fewer than 200iPOO. 
During the time when this increase 
was taking place enough surplus and 
useless males have been killed and 
their skins sold at auction to provide 
the national treasury with $3,500.000 
above all expenses, according to W. 
W. Sargeant, secretary of flie CaU- 
fornia Academy of Science. 


The purpose of the census fs chiefiy 
to determine how many animals can 
be safely removed each year and still 
provide for a maximum percentage of 
Increase of the herd. 
If tlie Increase 
in 1920 continues as he- tofore, it Is 
said that there should be about 600.000 
of these amphibious fur bearers, by 
far the largest herd In existence, as 
well as a surplus of about 30,000 males 
wliich can be killed for their skins. 
At'current prices of these furs they 
will be valued rtt about $3,000,000. 


"Since the ccst of operation will be 


less than $200,000, it is quite evident 
that this industry is one of the best 
financial 
enterprises the government 
has,*' said Mr. Sargeant. 


"It Is capable of almost unlimited 
expansion, provided the females are 
protected at sea and the surplus males 
are removed from the herd. The fight- 
ing of such males on the crowded rook- 
eries causes a large mortality among 
the females and young. 


"The carcasses of the animals killed 
were formerly allowed to waste, but 
last 3'ear a by-product plan was put 
into operation by means of which it 
is expected a very superior oil and 
anioial meal will be placed on the 
market. 
The census Mvhich will be 
taken in 1920 will enable a close ap- 
proximation to be made of the quan- 
tities of these products which will 
be available in the immediate fu.ure."

Under authority and diroclion of tho 
congross, cou)i)loto arrangements

cational education. 


According to estimates made since 
the announcement of the total Ameri- 
can ovor^vM^ i'nsuallics, there are more 
than 200(100 disahltnl men under treat- 
mi»nt in tho hospitals in this country 
and overseas. 
Of this number more 
than one-fourth hav** been disabled by 
disease. 
Ciintrary to the general idea 
of tho Cnsiuilly list» only a very small 
p(MTentag(* of tho total have suITcrod 
disn!)ililios which resulted in the am- 
puialiiiu of limbs. 


To Help Every Man. 
It is itoi intMvl> 
I he men who have 
lost arms or legs that the government 
is offering to retain and restoro lo siMf- 
sui)p(>rling 
activity, 
but 
the 
feilcral 
board offers its nid to every man, re 
gardle^s of his disability, who is en 
tilled 
to 
government 
compensation. 
Till* board realizes that the many thou- 
sands of men who are sulIVrhig from 
tho eiYects of 
shell 
shock, 
gassing, 
shrapnel and gunshot wounds 
which 
weaken 
tiieir 
systems, 
tuberculosis, 
bronchitis, heart and nervous diseaseti. 
ail may bo unable to re-enter their for- 
mer occupations. 
To all these men, as 
to those witli more evident handicaps, 
the feiierui board is extending oppor 
tunity. 


Wltliin tho next few months several 
thousand disal)led men will be train- 
ing under jurisdiclion of the federal 
board and at the exi)ense of the gov- 
ernment, 
Tliose who had been actual- 
ly 
placf^d 
in 
training 
were 
taking 
courses in a wide range of traders and 
inufessiojis. including 27 diJlVrent oi 
cui>ation.'3. Industrial .sclioolh, i-.dlegeii, 
ollices and shops throughout the coun- 
try are being utilized so thai mosi of , 
the jnen are being traiJied close to 
their nwu homes. 
TJiirly-one per cent I 
of the tuiai now ju training are taking 
commercial courses, 17 per cejit are 
learning tho vai'ious phases of agi'icul- 
ture, farm imuiagemeni, poultry rais-

Kvery suhlier or sailor enlisied, in- 
ducted, or drafted Jjjto tho niiliiary or 
naval servjc-- of the United Stales wJio 
is suJ!IVrlng from disability not due to 
his o»\n willful ml.scouduct mtiy be en- 
titjed to compt*nsalion under the war 
insunuice aci 
It is ids duty to pre- 
soJit ills dniui for .such cojupensatioji 
lii or« 


ficer at the camp or cantonment, from 
wliom lii> may get bureau of war-risk 
insurance form aiiG, whicli he must fill 
out in order to prove Ills eligibility for 
such compensation. 


Government Pays Cost. 
If it is not possible to get in contact 
with tiiis war risk Insurance oflicer, 
the soldier or sailor should call upon 
or write the bureau of war risk insur- 
ance at AVashiugton, stating his case; 
or he should call on or write the di.s- 
trict ofiice of the federal board for 
vocational education in which lie is lo- 
cal ed. 


If tho soldier or sailor is suffering 
from a disability, he is also eligible for 
help by the federal board for voca- 
tional education in securing employ- 
ment, M'hich help will be given him in 
co-operation 
with 
the 
employment 
seivice of the department of labor. 
If 
he is eligible for compensation under 
the war risk insurance act, lie is also 
entitled to training and placement by 
the federal board for vocational edu- 
cation, provided he is not able to fol- 
low 
his 
ohl occupation 
successfully 
without training or needs to be trained 
for some new and suitable occupation 
for which training is feasible, 


Tho 
federal 
board 
for 
vocational 
education will bear the entire cost of 
tlie man\s training. 
It will pay for his 
tuition; it will furnisli him with books 
and other necessary supi^lies, and it 
will pay all other expenses that may 
arise in connection with his training. 
During 
the 
time he is following 
a 
course of instruction with the federal 
board he will, if a single man without 
dependents or a man required by his 
course 
of 
instruction 
to 
live 
apart 
from his dependents, be paid by tht> 
government at least ^i)') per month, llo 
may bo paid more. 
If. for example, he 
icceived more than $155 per month as 
pay I'or his last month of active serv- 
ice, lie will receive this .same pay dur- 
ing his entire course of training. Fur- 
till rmorc. if his disability is anrh that

A married man and his wife will re- 
ceive .^75 per month from the govern- 
ment. 
provided 
they 
live 
together 
while he is taking a course of instruc- 
tion, If his course is such that he must 
live apart from his wife, the govern- 
ment will pay iilm ^Go per month and 
his wife 
per month. 
The larger 
his family the larger the amount paid 
by the government 
for its 
support, 
The same allowance and allotment 
will be paid ro dependents as was paid 
to them wliile the man was in the ac- 
tive service. 
If he is married, his wife 
will receive 
a month. 
If he has a 
wife and child they will receive $40 a 
month; and $10 will be paid for each 
additional child up to three. 
If lio 
has a mother dependent upon him she 
will receive the same amount she re- 
ceived while he was in the service. 


In the case of a commissioned ofTi- 
cer undergoing training tlie 
support 
paid by the government will always 
equal tho pay for the last month of ac- 
tive service, an amount always in ex- 
cess of the minimum guarantee of $0." 
per month. 
He will be expected 
to

liis dependents out of

Wlien the disabled soldier has com- 
pleted his course of training he will 
receive 
tlie compensation 
prescribed 
by the war risk insurance act so long 
as his disability continues. 


That there Is danger of confusing 
compensation with insurance paj'ments 
is shown in the cases of some dis- 
charged men to wliom 
compensation 
had been granted for injuries received 
in line' of duty and who have discon- 
tinued 
payments 
of 
their 
insuranco 
prtmiums. 
In 
some instances 
they 
have discontinued such premium pay- 
riiOnts owing to a mistaken belief that 
the sums they are receiving monthly 
from tlie government were insurance 
pnyments. 


Only in those cases where the dis- 
ability from which the man is suffer- 
ing is total and permanent does tlie 
discontinuance of Insurance payments 
by Ihe disabled nmn wlio is receiving 
compensation 
involve 
no 
risk 
and 
cause no harm. 
This is because in 
cases of total and permanent disability 
there is a right to recover government 
insurance payments as well as compen- 
sation, whicli ipade further 
premium 
j)ayments unnecessary as soon as the 
disability was In fact total and perma- 
nent. 


Should Verify Payments. 
Any man who is receiving what he 
believes 
to 
be 
insurance 
payments 
should 
carefully 
verify 
that 
tho 
payments ho is so receiving are in fact 
insurance payments ratlier than com- 
pensation payments, and should 
not 
cease making insurance payments un- 
til lie has deflnitely determined 
tliat 
tlie payments he is receiving are gov- 
ernment 
insurance 
payments 
rather 
than compensation payments, 


Tlio Ited Cross is undertaking to see 
tliat every disclmrged soldier or sailor 
coming to Its attention is fully in- 
formed as to his rights to compensa- 
tion and insurance, and gives assist- 
ance 
in 
making 
application 
for 
}t 
When the arrangements for training 
have been made, the Red Cross is pre- 
pared to see that the family receives 
supplementaiy 
assistance 
or 
service 
which may be needed in addition to 
the provision made by tlie government. 
Since, under the law, the taking of vo- 
cational training is entirely 
optional 
with tlie man, and his own will and 
ambition must first be enlisted In or- 
der to insure success, the inlluence of 
the family may be a vital factor. 


Whetlier i\ man receives compensa- 
tion for disability or not, whetlier he 
receives re-education or not. tJie board 
is ready to help liim get a good Job. 
If he Is entitled to compensation and 
goes into training, wlien his training is 
Dnished the board will undertake to 
find him a place in Ids new vocation. 


All disabled soldiers whether Jn or 
out of the hospitals, sliould 
address 
their communications to the 
federal 
board for vocational education, Wash- 
ington, or to tiie district oillce of the 
federal board of the district lu which 
ho is located. 


Before 
there 
were 
any 
cattle 
in 
Alberta, or it was known that it was 
possible to feed them outside all lh<» 
year round, the Indian hunters could 
always 
iind 
tin» buffalo during 
the

hills. In the summer file herds wan- 
dered on the plains and fed on 
the 
prairie grasses. The ¡ilains have since 
become grain liehls. 'but the foothill 
district extending north from the In-

In the souihorn 
part of Alberta the altitude Is greater 
than in the more northerly districts, 
but while Ihe herds in the south have 
winder tracts of treeless pasturage, in 
the north from 'lied Deer on into the 
Peace river country 
there arc 
more 
trees, a richer vegetation and 
more 
natural shelter. 


Those 
who 
have 
been 
advocating 
Slock raising and mixed farming for 
the past few years point to the number 
of hogs marketed as an evidence of the 
Increased production of the We.^tcrn 
Provinces. They may also take credit 
for the increase in cattle and sheep, 
wliich IS very great, but perhaps-not 
so marked as what has been accom- 
plished in hog raising. 
For the 
first 
six moi M.is alone last year about lialf 
a 
million 
hogs 
were 
shipped 
from 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
A very conservativo estimate value of 
these animals to the farmer would be 
$2ri.00 a head. 


The Canadian West is l^nst forging to 
the front of the wheat-producing coun- 
tries of the world, and "No. 1 hard" 
is without doul)t the best wheat in the 
market today. 
When it Is considered 
that the three hundred and forty-three 
million four hundred and seventy-three 
thousand bushel crop of 1015 was fi-om 
only eleven million acres of her hun- 
dreds of millions of acres, it gives an 
idea of what her future will be. 


It is felt, iiowever, that on account 
of 
the 
great 
money 
there 
will 
un- 
doubtedly be in growing wheat during 
the next few years (here is a* possibil- 
ity tliat farmers may be tempted 
to 
drop the growing of coarser 
grains, 
which might result in less stock being 
raised. ICvery effort is being made by 
the Agricultural J)epartments of the 
various Province.^ to impre.ss on the 
farmer« that forage crops and coarse 
feed in abundance mean production of 
flesh and milk, and that in the long 
run the great future of the Western 
Provinces lies in mixed farming which 
will found her prosperity on a more 
enduring ba^ls. 


Mixed farming has always been the 
rule in tlie Eastern Provinces where the 
formation of the land invites variety 
of crop, but it has not been as common 
in the Western Provinces, though the 
practice has grown in recent 
years. 
Hitherto the man mining wheat from 
the rich soil has pui'chased most of his 
household 
food 
and 
necessities, 
his 
energies being devoted to getting every 
possible btishel of grain out of every 
foot of Ills land, and ho has paid prices 
for his supplies that have made a blcr 
dent in his profits. It has now dawned 
on him that he can raise vegetables 
and poultry, and supjily his own table: 
that with very little effort he can I'aise 
a lot of garden produce and in a very 
simple mamier solve his own problem 
of the cost of living. 
Further, 
that 
there is an Increasing market for do- 
mestic 
necessities 
such 
as 
poultry. 
Pggs. butter, milk and cheese, which 
command very high prices, and tiiat 
there are other roads to 
prosperity 
besides that through the wheat field. ' 
In* 1010 Canada Imported 7,980.209 
pounds ot butter, most of it from as 
far away as New Zealand, and for the 
first 
time in GO years failed to ship 
butler to ICnglantJ, a condition due to 
the home consumption, which is esti- 
mated to be increasing at the rate of 
000,000 worth a year,, being great 
ly in excess of the Increased supply. 
This condition 
has brouglit 
aliout 
change in farming metiiods ihat Is fai% 
reaching, and will result in greatly in- 
creased 
production 
all roun<l of 
the 
nece.ssitles 
demanded 
by 
the 
home 
market. 


Natural Resources. 


One of the mosi important consider- 
ntions to the farmer Is fuel. In north- 
ern Manitoba, »Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. where portions of the country 
are well wooded, the settler has little 
diiliculty in getting all the wood he 
requires dut? thousands of men 
find 
emi)loymenl 
in 
llie 
winter 
cutting 
wood. wJiich is shipped ai! over tlie 
prairie 
portions 
of 
the 
provinces. 
There 
is 
an 
abumiance 
o f 
coal 
throughout the country. It Is estimat- 
ed that the coal deposits jn Alberta 
cover over S i m ) 
squtire miles 
and 
represent an availaMe tonnage of over 
ten 
hundred 
thousand 
million 
tons, 
wliile those in ¡Saskatchewan coVer an 
area of 13,00U miles, containing over 
59,000,000 tons. Jn .Manitoba tlie coal 
reserve Is not as large, but even there 
100,000,000 tons Is considered a conser- 
vative estinmte. 
At the present time 
theso deposits are only worked to a 
snmil extent, but there Js no doubt that 
they will be a greiit feature in upbuild- 
ing the country and will exercise a 
powerful inlluence on its commerce. 


It is a common thing in the coal dis- 
tricts for farmers to get their 
coal 
supply oiT liieir owñ farm, Near lid- 
montón, for example, the farmers not 
>nly supply Lhemselves, but they car-

compared with the 
farmer 
In 
that 
country today. 
The continual 
exten- 
sion of railway lines affords facilities 
undreamed of a few years ago, closing 
up the gapti of communication, creat- 
ing immense business for the East iá 
the West nnd the West in the East, 
and drawiixg the farmer all the time 
ncíü'er to the zones of commerce. 
In 
creating wider markels the 
railways 
are doing more than any. other agency 
can do for Western Canada and the 
country as a whole. 
Th(» products of 
the farms, which are now readily mar- 
krled, and tlie vast train of employ- 
ment that follows the enlargement of 
íh(» farming industry, Is creating new 
agrictiUural centers and causing town.s 
and cities of importance to grow all 
along its lines. 


An admirable .system of agricultur- 
al 
insiruction 
lias 
been 
developed 
through the efforts of the Dominion 
government, and 
the various 
provin- 
cial Depnrlmenls of Agriculture. 
This 
forms part of the educiitional system 
of Western Canada and is doing much 
for all branches of agriculture. 
Ex- 
perinionlal 
farms 
have 
been 
estab- 
lished at various points in the prov- 
inces, wiilch have done wonders In <le- 
veloping improved 
methods of farm- 
ing. 


The result has been a great awaken- 
ing' to the necessity of ()etter methods 
of tillage, scientific stock raising and 
dairying. 
Farmers are beginning to 
realize tijat to get wiiat they are en- 
titled to out of the land, they must 
adopt scientific methods, and' as a re- 
sult, carefuT seed selection, proper ro- 
tation and summer fallow is tho order 
of the day. 
Under the favorable con- 
dilions generally anlicli>ated,l)rospect3 
point to an all round increase in pro- 
duction that will leav<» a great deal 
of money in the hands of the western 
farmer this year, and »prosperity for 
Western Canada as a w hole.

The croy of the chicken sbmetimes 
becomes overloaded with feed, and its 
thin muscular walls become distended 
and partially paralyzed, so that 
the 
organ cannot be emptied, or the opon- 
ing Into the lower esophagus may be- 
come clogge(f with a feather,-a straw, 
or some other substance which 
the 
bird 
has 
swallowed. 
The 
ci'op 
is 
greatly distended 
and 
the mass 
of 
feed |s rather hard and firm. In both 
cases the symptoms are the same, and 
treatment should be conducted on the 
5aiue principles, specialists say. 
Treatment Outlined. 


For treatment 
pour one-fourth 
to 
one-half ounce of melted lard or sweet 
oil down the throat and manipulate the 
contents ot the crop with the hand 
In such a way as to tend to break up 
the mass. Unless the passage is closed 
the contents of the crop will usually 
pass away within a few hours. 
For a 
few days feed should be limited in 
quantity. 


If the foregoing method is IneiTec- 
tual and an operation becomes noces- 
sary, clip away the feathers from a 
part of the crop, and 
with a 
very 
sharp knife, lancet or razor make an 
Incision about 1% inches long through 
the skin -and the wall of the crop. 
Then carefully remove the contents of 
the crop with the fìnger, the handle 
of a spoon or some other convenient 
object and wash out the crop with 
warm 'water. 
Pass the 
finger, 
well 
oiled/ into the esophagus to see that 
there is no obstruction. 


Feed Whole Grains. 


Sew up the wall of the crop 
first, 
then the outer skin, using white silk 
or linen thread and being careful not 
to ^sew the two .membranes together. 
In a f ^ v days the wound will be 
healed. 
Feed 
sparingly 
on 
M'hole 
grains until the wound heals, and do 
not give any water for 24 hours.

this position as the one likeliest to 
prevent confusion. ' As an experienced 
motorist, he knows how much the other 
fellow hates to be halted, particularly 
If he is not to be the gainer; and his 
desire has been to j;y'oduce a code of 
such simplicity that "he that runs may 
read." 


The display of a single finger means 
"You have a flat shoe;" two 
fingers 
warns the approaching or passing car 
that something Is wrong with it, in 
short, 
that 
the 
machine 
should 
be 
stopped and inspected ; three fingers is 
the query "Am I on the right road to 
thè next town?" a ^spread of four fin- 
fiers is the symbol for danger ahead ; 
and when five fingers are shown the 
oncoming motorist is asked to stop 
and to lend assistance.

The machine has several unique fea- 
tures and advantages over 
existing 
types of sizers which make it possible 
to handle 
fruit with 
loss bruising, 
while its construction permits 10 to 15 
packers to work at one time, thus mak- 
ing possible a run of two to tl^ree car 
loads of peaches a day from each ma- 
chine, the amount depending on the 
average quality of the fruit. The over- 
all dimensions of the machine 
are 
24x15 feet. 
It requires an electric 
motor of less than one horsepowei; ce- 
pacity, or a small gas' engine, to ope- 
rate it, and it can 6e run at half ca- 
ifacity if desired. 
Under commercial 
conditions it should be sold at a price 
not to exceed $450, accoi-ding to esti- 
mates of the designers. 


How 
It Works. 


The peaches from the orchard are 
delivered on an inclined roller convey- 
or, on each feide of which sorters stand 
and pick out culls and damaged fruit. 
The rotation of the peaches on thisr 
conveyor, which is obtained without 
bruising, enable^ the sorters to see the 
Entire surface of the fruJt without 
touching it. From this roller convey- 
or -the peaches are delivered to two 
Rets of ropes nmning over pulleys. 
A simple lever arrangement permits 
the adjustment of the spaces between 
these ropes to acconnnodate any. size 
fruit It is desired to grade. 
Although 
the/ropes diverge from each other un- 
der 
ordinary 
'operating •'conditions, 


they may be set nearly parallel to 
facilitate the distribution into tlie.bins 
of fruit which runs almost uniform in 
size. This control is made possible by 
a perfected hat rack movement which 
is one of the unique features of this 
machine. 


As the peaches come off the roller 
conveyor they roll down a slight in- 
cline to the ropes on which they travel 
until dropped 
through into 
canvas 
bins. 
It is impossibUi to congest the 
machine because the peaches are fed 
one at a time to the moving ropes. 
Some objections to former rope sizers 
have been overcome through the use of 
a 
special coupling 
device, an 
idler 
which serves to keep the proper ten- 
sion on tlie ropes and the mechanism

Here is a message for the tillers of 
the thousands of home gardens al- 
ready planted in cities and the smaller 
towns, and other thousands in process 
of being planted. 
Lot every gardener 
remember that his work of food pro- 
duction is only begun. Many amateurs 
make the mistake of putting away 
the rake and hoe as soon as they have 
the seeds in the ground. The surface 
of the ground should be lightly stirred 
with a rake and kept mellow befoz*e 
the seeds come up, 
Qften a week or 
go of e:vtremely dry weather comes 
after garden ^planting. 
This is liable 
to cause many of the smaller seeds 
to fail to germinate, or, If they germ- 
inate, 
they may 
not 
have 
enough 
moisture to keep them alive. 


There are two or three ways of pre- 
venting loss. One Is to use the sprink- 
ling can and keep the surface lightly 
watered until the seeds ore up. 
An- 
other Is to lay a board directly over 
the row of seeds until they sprout 
Md are just about'ready to come 
tlrough the ground. 
It does not do, 
however, to leave tlie boards over the 
row, too long, as the little seedlings 
on coming up against the boards will 
be b'ent put of shape anij weakened. 
Still another method Js to scatter a 
little fine, sifted manure. 
Here, also, 
care must be taken that the cover- 
ing is not too heavy, or the seedlings 
will 
be 
injured 
when 
they 
come 
through the ground, 


A steel rake is one of the best tools 
for cultivating the garden, because it 
loosens the top inch or two of the 
soil. Before the plants are up. break 
the surface ever so gently over the 
rows, wHh the rake. After the plants 
appear, use the rake frequently along 
each side of the ro^y to keep iJie soil

at nighr, and if they are forced t i 
crowd together, serious results will 
occur. 
Chicks need a large amount 
of fresl) air in order to keep growinp 
constantly. 
If crowded at night they 
are forced to breathe the same air 
time after time, a condition which re 
suits In stunted growth, find Invite? 
disease. 
Colony houses with from 50 
to 75 birds In each provide much bet- 
ter conditions than In cases where 
hundreds of birds* are kept in a single 
house. 
If several emaciated, stunted 
birds are found on the ranges, look 
first to the colony houses at night. 
They are probably overcrowded.

Blind Arc Taught to Wind 
Electric 
Coils—Effect 
of 
Being 
Self-Sup'- 
portlng Keeps Them 
Healthy 
an^ in Good Spirits. 


New York.v-So many of the 
war- 
blinded have found work in the elec- 
trical manufacturing plant a means of 
supporting themselves, rendering them 
independent of any chailty or philan- 
thropic assistance, tiiat special atten- 
tion Is being directed to the work of 
Dr. 
Schuyler 
Skaats 
Wheeler, 
who 
made possible this new field of gain- 
ful occupation for the sightless. 


There is nothing new 
In 
the 
en- 
deavor to enable the blind to work or 
even in the effort made to .find a I'eady 
market for their product, but In the 
Crocker-Wheeler 
company's 
factory 
the unseeing work oil an exact 
par 
with tlie seeing, their "goods," there- 
fore, being placed in the open market. 


Doctor 
Wheeler's 
interest 
In 
the 
4)rqblem 
of the blind, starting 
some 
years ago, became intensified when the 
war brought their numbers, both here 
and 
abroad, 
to 
a 
highly 
increased 
total. 
In going through the 
various 
departments of the company's electric- 
al manufacturing plant at Ampere, N. 
J., of which he is president, he noted 
the fact that girls skilled In winding 
wire coils perfonned their work with- 
out watching the movements of their 
hands, as a touch typist or a piano 
player ignores her 
fingers, 
'i'he coil- 
winding 
girls 
chatted 
and 
laughed 
among themselves as thej worked, and 
their work was satisfactory. 
Doctor 
AVheeler then blindfolded himself and 
attempted to wind a coif. 
He proved 
to his own satisfaction that here M-as 
work which, with little practice, 
the 
sightless could do on a par with nor- 
mal workers, 
^ 
Proves a Success. 
The Double Duty Finger Guild was 
the direct result. 
That Is the name 
given 
to' the department, 
employing 
only men an(? women without 
sight. 
This department has been in success- 
ful operation for three years in 
the 
Crocker-Wheeler factory, and It 
has 
ceased to be considered an experiment 
or even an Innovation, 


At first special Instructors were en- 
gaged and a small group of blind were 
set to work at winding the wire colls. 


The members of this first group were 
paid 
during 
their 
apprenticeship 
15 
cents an hour, and. after four weeks' 
instvniction, were given places In the 
shops. 
Later the hourly rate of pay 
for trained workers was changed to a 
piecework plan and this proved more 
Interesting 
and 
stimulating 
to 
the 
worker. 
At the factory It \vas sold 
that 
a skilled 
blind 
Avorker 
earned 
from $3 to .?4 a day at piecework. 


More startling than the work in the 
coil-winding rooms is the handling of 
various .kinds 
of machinery 
by 
the 
sightless. 
At the notching 
uiachines 
they put In metal plates and 
stamp 
them -Avith the desired notches. 
Blind 
men also stack these plates, or "punch- 
ings," {^d weigh them. 


Sightless/ typists and 
stenographers 
also are employed by the company. In 
the jobroom a special system* of indi- 
vidual records keeps track 
of 
more 
than 2,000 jobs in process. 
Here a 
blind stenographer handles the phone 
calls coming in at spaced plug? down 
the length of the room, using a sim- 
ple 
chair 
and 
typewilter 
stand 
on 
rollers, in which she travels up and 
down the line. 


A Blind Secretary. 
Miss .Tessie Lewis, secretary to Mrs. 
Ida H. Gifford, director of the Double 
Duty Finger Guild, handles the steno- 
graphic work and filing in the guild's 
ofilce. 
She is a graduate of the Per- 
kins Institute for the Blind. 
Miss 
Lewis is the creator of the American 
Braille 
shorthand 
system. 
All 
her 
cards 
and 
records 
are 
marked 
in 
Braille, and she turns to a desired pa- 
per with the ease and promptness of 
a skilled sighted worker. 


Most of the successful blind appli- 
cants 
for 
positions 
in 
the 
factory 
come from independent sources rather 
than Institutions. 
Tho age limit 
Is 
supposed 
to 
be, forty-five, 
although 
older men from the state of New Jer- 
sey have been accepted. 
Two persons 
must guarantee one, month's board and 
return carfare, in case the applicant 
does not "make good." 


The worker stands absolutely on his 
own merit and soon learns 
to 
take 
pride in bringing his work up to tlie 
standard required by the factory In- 
spectors. 
, 


Marked 
Independence Is shown by 
thQ slglitless 
employees 
In 
handling 
their »work and in moving about the 
factory and grounds. 
The effect upon 
them of being self-supporting and en- 
gaged In work which is tlie same as 
that 
done 
by 
normal 
persons 
and* 
which must pass the same tests of in- 
spection, works wonders 
in 
keeping 
them up to 
a 
healthy 
standard 
of 
good spirits and courage, 


astonishing, iihe testified that an as- 
sistant United States attorney had ad- 
vised her to consult mediums. 
When 
you take this In connection with the • 
fact that the Supreme court evidently 
listened to the ghost conversation as 
part of the testimony, you cannot blink 
at the conclusion that a ghost has been 
admitted to a| court of Justice in the 
United States. 
The supernatural has 
come again to play a formal and rec- 
ognl5:ed part In the affairs of men in a 
country which calls itself civilized. 


Spiritualism Involved. 


Of course, 
the whole question 
ot 
spiritualism is here Involved. 
There 
are many intelligent and sincere peo- 
ple who believe that the existence of 
ghosts who can communicate with ua 
has been proved. 


Out In the West there Is a certain 
placer deposit of gold which has been 
the grave of many fortunes. 
One man 
after another 
has tried 
to get 
this 
gold, and 
all have failed. 
Finally^ 
along came an Inventor with a most 
Ingenious and expensive plan for get- 
ting the gold. 
He had absolute faith 
In It. 
It appeared that he was in com- 
munication with the ghost of his dead 
sister, and that she had imparted this 
plan to him, and had told him It was 
sure to succeed. 
H e spent every cent 
he owned and could borrow on 
the 
plan and lost It all. 
The ghost w a s 
wrong. 


Here is another example o* a med- 
dlesome ghost 
who sought 
io make 
trouble. A young and attractive widow 
was invited by an older woman who 
lived in the same boarding house to 
join her In some ouija board 
excur- 
sions to the land of the dead. 
They 
immediately 
got Into 
communlcatioii 
with the spirit of the young woman'/"' 
dead husband. 
He proceeded to crit- 
icize her goings and comings at great 
length. 
H e objected to the man she 
went with. 
He told her that such and 
such a man 
was Jmmoral, that 
an- 
other ate cocaine, that a third had a 
wife living in Australia. 
He advised 
her to give up all frivolities and stay 
at home nights. 


Widow Is Troubled. 


The young widow was considerably 
troubled at 
first. 
But she had strong 
common 
sense. 
She 
reflected 
that 
even if spiritism was a true revelation, 
there were fake mediums, and her el- 
derly friend might be one of 
them. 
She also reflected that her husband la 
life had been a Jealous fellow, inclined 
to lie about all possible rivals, and she 
saw no reason to believe that death 
had reformed him. 
She was able to 
prove that some of the messages which 
had been sent her from "The Beyond" 
were not in accord with the facts. " 


When the next ouija board session 
came off, there was a struggle. 
Hub- 
bie tried to get in some more advice, 
but the young widow had strong hands. 
Instead of hubby. It was the defunct 
aunt of her elderly friend who got the 
floor. 
This departed lady Informed the 
elderly friend that she was In danger 
of serious 
financial 
reverses, that sho 
was apt to die a violent death, proba- 
bly by falling down atalrs, that 
the 
rubber 
company in 
which she 
had 
bought three shares of stock was a 
swindle, and that If she dia not drink 
less tea she would get cirrhosis of thft 
liver. All of this threw the good wom- 
an into a sweat of apprehension; the 
ouija board readings were discontin- 
ued, and the dead husband lost 
his 
only means of communication with the 
world^ of the living, to the great re- 
lief o f his widow,—Frederic J, Haskin 
In Chicago Kews.
